SECURITY COUNCIL - SOUTH AFRICA 

REPS OF UPPER VOLTA. GUINEA, CONGO. LIBYA. ZAPU AND PAC SPOKE IN 
SC OCT. 28 ON RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN UN AND SOUTH AFRICA. 

SAUDI ARABIAN DRAFT RES (S/11547) WAS CIRCULATED WHICH WOULD 
URGE SA TO TRANSFER ITS AUTHORITY OVER NAMIBIA WITHOUT UNDUE DELAY 
TO TRUSTEESHIP COUNCIL; REQUEST SYG TO APPOINT TWO CO- 
ADMINISTRATORS FROM NEUTRAL COUNTRIES TO ADMINISTER NAMIBIA, 
ALONG WITH SA, DURING PERIOD OF TRANSFER, WHICH SHOULD BE 
COMPLETED WITHIN TWO YEARS; AND REQUEST UN COMMISSIONER FOR 
NAMIBIA TO ASSIST IN COORDINATING TRANSFER OF POWER FROM SAG TO TC. 
SC PRES STATED THAT UNDER ART. 39 AND PURSUANT TO DOCUMENTS 
CIRCULATED REPS OF ZANU (MUKONO) AND ZAPU (SILUNDIKA) WOULD 
BE HEARD. AT 3:00 P.M. OCT. 29, REPS OF KENYA AND SAUDI ARABIA 
WILL INTRODUCE THEIR DRAFT RESES, FOLLOWED BY STATEMENTS BY 
REPS PERU, USSR, PRC AND SWAPO (GURIRAB). COUNCIL WILL HOLD 
CLOSED MEETING AT NOON TO CONSIDER ITS REPORT TO GA. 

UPPER VOLTAN REP YAGUIBOU STATED THAT QUESTIONS BEFORE SC WERE: 
WHETHER SA FLOUTED HUMAN RIGHTS; WHETHER IT VIOLATED UN DECISIONS, 
INCLUDING THOSE OF SC; AND WHETHER IT VIOLATED UN CHARTER. 

ANSWER TO ALL HAD TO BE AFFIRMATIVE AND CHARTER ART. 6, 

THEREFORE, SHOULD BE APPLIED. HE SAID IF SOME MEMBERS VETOED 
SUCH PROPOSAL THERE WOULD BE COMPLICITY WITH SA. HE 
COMMENTED HE HAD FOUND NOTHING NEW IN SOUTH AFRICAN STATEMENT. 

MME. CISSE (GUINEA) DECLARED THAT SA WAS ABLE TO DEFY UN 
BECAUSE OF IMPERIALIST SUPPORT; TIME HAD COME FOR DECISIVE 
ACTION; SA SHOULD BE EXCLUDED FROM UN, AND ANY "COMPROMISE" ON 
THIS WOULD BE "COMPROMISE OF CHARTER." MONDJO (CONGO) STATED 
CHARTER ART. 6 WAS RELEVANT; IT WAS TIME TO BREAK VICIOUS 
CIRCLE OF INACTION AND APPLY ARTICLES 41 AND 42 TO GIVE 
CREDIBILITY TO UN DECISIONS. MAGHUR (LIBYA), WHO SAID HE WAS 
SPEAKING AS CURRENT ARAB GROUP CHAIRMAN, SAID SA SHOULD BE 
EXCLUDED FROM UN; OBSTRUCTION OF WILL OF INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY 
BY MINORITY IN SAWOULD GO COUNTER TO CHARTER AND MEA, "DEFYING 
DICTATE OF HUMAN CONSCIENCE" IN PRESENT CASE. 
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ZAPU REP SILUNDIKA TOLD SC SOUTH AFRICA MADE DOUBLE-PRONGED 
ASSAULT ON ZIMBABWE: 1) FIRMS OF SA ORIGIN, WELL AS SA INTERESTS, 
SYSTEMATICALLY EXPLOITED IT; 2) IT ACTED AS FRONT FOR BIG 
INTERNATIONAL MONOPOLIES. SA MILITARY PERSONNEL REMAINED IN 
ZIMBABWE. "ISSUE," SILUNDIKA SAID, "IS DISMANTLING SYSTEM OF 
WHITE RACISM AND ESTABLISHMENT OF STATE POWER BASED ON 
DEMOCRATIC WILL OF CITIZENS AS EQUALS, FROM MAN TO MAN." 
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SIBEKO (PAK), AFTER SPEAKING OF "MENDACIOUS" STATEMENT BY 
REP OF PRETORIA, SAID PEOPLE OF AZANIA WERE SEEKING "TO RIGHT A 
WRONG," JUST AS PEOPLE OF US, FRANCE, USSR, UK AND CHINA HAD 
DONE IN REVOLTING AGAINST TYRANNY. HE MENTIONED 12-MAN MILITARY 
MISSION IN SA LED BY GENERAL, AND SAID JAMES JOHNSON, HEAD 
OF SA NAVY, HAD BEEN INVITED BY DEPUTY OF MEMBER STATE OF 
COUNCIL TO VISIT THAT COUNTRY LATER THIS WEEK (DID NOT MENTION 
FRANCE OR US BY NAME). THERE WERE CORRIDOR RUMORS THAT 
MAJORITY VOTE IN SC TO EXPEL SA WOULD BE BLOCKED BY VETO. 

"THOSE WHO STAND TODAY WITH OUR ENEMIES SHOULD NOT EXPECT 
US TO EMBRACE THEM WHEN THE INEVITABLE COMES ABOUT - OUR 
ASCENSION TO FULL STATEHOOD, INDEPENDENCE AND FREEDOM," SIBEKO 
CONCLUDED. (REPEATED INFO PRETORIA, CAPETOWN FOR EMBASSY, LONDON, 
BLANTYRE FOR ASST SECY EASUM) 

GA PLENARY - CYPRUS 

KYPRIANOU (CYPRUS), ONLY SPEAKER OCT. 28 AS GA TOOK UP QUESTION 
OF CYPRUS, INTRODUCED CYPRIOT DRAFT RES (L. 738) WHICH WOULD 
HAVE GA CALL FOR IMMEDIATE WITHDRAWAL OF ALL FOREIGN ARMED 
FORCES FROM ISLAND AND "CESSATION OF ALL FOREIGN INTERVENTION 
AND INTERFERENCE” IN ITS AFFAIRS. IT WOULD ALSO, INTER ALIA, 

COMMEND "CONTRACTS AND NEGOTIATIONS" TAKING PLACE WITH GOOD OFFICES 
OF SYG BETWEEN REPS OF TWO COMMUNITIES, CALL FOR CONTINUATION OF 
NEGOTIATIONS "IN FREE CONDITIONS" WITH VIEW TO REACHING MUTUALLY 
ACCEPTABLE CONSTITUTIONAL SETTLEMENT, AND CALL ON ALL 
PARTIES INVOLVED TO TAKE URGENT MEASURES TO ENSURE SPEEDY 
RETURN OF ALL REFUGEES TO THEIR HOMES. ACTING PRES GARCIA 
ROBLES (MEXICO) ANNOUNCED THAT, AFTER CONSULTATIONS, UNDER- 
STANDING HAD BEEN REACHED THAT GA SHOULD INVITE SPECIAL 
POLITICAL COMITE TO MEET OCT. 29 TO AFFORD REPS OF CYPRIOT 
COMMUNITIES OPPORTUNITY TO EXPRESS THEIR VIEWS AND THAT 
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COMITE WOULD REPORT BACK TO PLENARY OCT. 30. 

KYPRIANOU SAID 40 PERCENT OF ISLAND NOW UNDER TURKISH 
OCCUPATION, THERE WERE 200,000 REFUGEES, TURKISH MONEY AND 
STAMPS BEING USED IN TURKISH OCCUPATION AREA, AND TURKEY 
BOMBED HOSPITALS, SCHOOLS AND HOUSES, USING NAPALM - TURKEY 
USED WEAPONS GIVEN IT FOR DEFENSE, AS REPEATEDLY STATED IN US 
CONGRESS. WHAT WAS ACTUALLY INVOLVED WAS "ATTTTI.A PLAN" FOR 
PARTITION. ANY POSSIBILITY OF "GEOGRAPHIC FEDERATION" SHOULD 
BE EXCLUDED, HE DECLARED. KYPRIANOU SAID HE CAME TO UN TO DEMAND 
UNCONDITIONAL RESPECT FOR SOVEREIGNTY, INDEPENDENCE AND TERRITORIAL 
INTEGRITY OF CYPRUS; TO DEMAND IMMEDIATE END TO AGGRESSION; 

AND TO DEMAND THAT ALL REFUGEES RETURN TO THEIR HOMES, IN 
SAFETY, AND UNCONDITIONALLY. HE ASKED IF GA COULD TOLERATE 
IMPOSED SOLUTION IN CASE OF CYPRUS YET NOT TOLERATE SUCH 
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SOLUTION 'REGARDING ANOTHER ITEM TO BE DISCUSSED ON OUR 
AGENDA." WERE SOME GOING TO SUPPORT PALESTINIANS, BUT NOT 
CYPRUS? HE ASKED. ESSENTIAL ELEMENTS OF HIS DRAFT RES COULD 
NOT BE SUBJECT OF BARGAINING OR COMPROMISE; CYPRUS EXPECTED 
SUPPORT OF NON-ALIGNED STATES AND ALL UN MEMBERS. LATER 
HE WOULD PROPOSE THAT GA MISSION GO TO CYPRUS FOR INVESTIGATION 
OF CHARGES OF TURKISH ATROCITIES. HE WAS READY TO SEE 
UNFICYP STRENGTHENED IF NECESSARY, HE ADDED. (REPEATED INFO 
ANKARA, ATHENS, NICOSIA, LONDON, NEW DELHI FOR SECY'S PARTY) 
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AMEMBASSY ROME

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COMITE 1 - DISARMAMENT 

REPS OF USSR, NORWAY AND PAKISTAN STRESSED URGENCY OF NUCLEAR 
WEAPONS ISSUE AS COMITE OCT. 28 CONTINUED DEBATE ON 12 
DISARMAMENT ITEMS. STATEMENTS WERE ALSO MADE BY REPS GABON, 

KUWAIT AND HUNGARY. SOVIET ENVIRONMENTAL MODIFICATION PROPOSAL 
WAS SUPPORTED BY KUWAIT AND HUNGARY, LATTER REFERRING TO 
INCLUENCING OF WEATHER IN VIETNAM. KUWAIT AND USSR SPOKE IN 
SUPPORT OF WDC AND SOVIET REDUCTION OF MILITARY BUDGETS 
PROPOSAL, SOVIETS CHARGING CERTAIN STATES CONTINUED TO PLACE 
OBSTACLES IN WAY. NORWAY WOULD LIKE TO SEE TOTAL BAN ON DEVELOPMENT, 
PRODUCTION AND STOCKPILING OF CHEMICAL WEAPONS, AND SOVIETS SAID 
CW REQUIRED IMMEDIATE SOLUTION. USSR AND KUWAIT SUPPORTED NFZ'S, 

AND PAKISTAN SUGGESTED GA AUTHORIZE SYG TO INVITE COUNTRIES OF 
SOUTH ASIA TO BEGIN CONSULTATIONS AND SET DOWN APPROPRIATE 
GUIDELINES IN ORDER TO FACILITATE NEGOTIATION AND GIVE NFZ 
SENSE OF DIRECTION. 

ROSCHIN (USSR) STATED IN LIGHT OF GROWING TECHNOLOGICAL 
PROGRESS, DANGER OF SPREAD OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS AND THEIR 
ACQUISITION BY MANY STATES WAS BECOMING EVEN GREATER, REQUIRING 
STRONGER EFFORTS FOR FINDING REAL BASIS FOR SOLVING PROBLEM OF 
PROLIFERATION. USSR WAS PREPARED TO CONCLUDE AGREEMENT ON 
COMPLETE CESSATION OF ALL UNDERGROUND NUCLEAR WEAPONS TESTS. BUT 
"PUTTING FORWARD DEMAND THAT VERIFICATION OF CESSATION OF 
TESTS BE CONDUCTED BY INTERNATIONAL ON-SITE INSPECTION CANNOT 
BUT BE REGARDED AS PRETEXT TO EVADE SOLUTION OF PROBLEM." 

SAFEGUARDS SYSTEM WAS IMPORTANT COMPONENT TO NPT, HE SAID, 

CALLING ON ALL STATES WHICH HAD NOT DONE SO TO CONCLUDE 
CONTROL AGREEMENTS WITHOUT DELAY. 

HANSEN (NORWAY) EMPHASIZED THAT HIGH PRIORITY MUST BE GIVEN 
IISUE OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS IN INTERNATIONAL DELIBERATIONS ON 
DISARMAMENT. REAL AND LASTING PROGRESS COULD NOT BE EXPECTED 
UNLESS ALL FIVE PERMANENT SC MEMBERS ENGAGED IN PROCESS AND 
AGREED ON JOINT ACTION. SUFFICIENT PROGRESS IN DETECTING 
AND IDENTIFYING UNDERGROUND NUCLEAR TESTS HAD BEEN ACHIEVED 
TO MAKE COMPREHENSIVE TEST BAN REALISTIC OBJECTIVE, IN HIS 
OPINION. NORWEGIAN DEL CONSIDERED SALT MOST SIGNIFICANT ARMS 
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CONTROL ENDEAVOR UNDERTAKEN BY US AND USSR. 
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PAKISTANI REP AKHUND, STATING NPT SHOULD NOT BE WRITTEN OFF AS 
FAILURE, SAID REALISM DEMANDED THAT APPROPRIATE CONCLUSIONS 
SHOULD BE DRAWN FROM INDIA'S NUCLEAR EXPLOSION, INCLUDING FACT 
THAT PRINCIPAL OBJECTIVE WHICH NPT WAS DEVISED TO PREVENT - 
NAMELY, EMERGENCE OF SIXTH NUCLEAR POWER - HAD NOT BEEN ACHIEVED. 
PAKISTAN HOPED THAT INDIAN NUCLEAR EXPLOSION WOULD "NOT 
BE ALLOWED TO BECOME CAUSE FOR RENEWING AND ACCENTUATING OLD 
SUSPICION AND CONFLICT, BUT RATHER OCCASION FOR COOPERATION 
AMONG ALL COUNTRIES CONCERNED." 

OBAME (GABON) REGRETTED FACT MILLIONS OF DOLLARS BEING SPENT 
ON WEAPONS WHEN THEY COULD BE BETTER UTILIZED TO AID 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. FATE OF MANKIND SHOULD NOT BE DECIDED 
BY HANDFUL OF STATES, AND DISARMAMENT NEGOTIATIONS MUST 
BE OPEN TO MORE COUNTRIES. ANY DISARMAMENT PROPOSALS 
THAT WAS DISCRIMINATORY IN REGARD TO ANY PARTICULAR STATE 
WOULD NOT MEET WITH HIS DEL'S APPROVAL. HUNGARIAN REP 
HOLLAI DEVOTED MUCH OF HIS STATEMENT TO SUPPORTING SOVIET 
ENVIRONMENTAL MODIFICATION PROPOSAL, CALLING IT FURTHER 
PROOF OF RELENTLESS EFFORTS BY USSR IN DISARMAMENT FIELD. 

BISHARA (KUWAIT) ACCUSED SUPERPOWERS OF PURSUING ARMS RACE 
WITH RENEWED VIGOR AND AGREEING ONLY TO PARTIAL MEASURES 
SUITED TO THEIR INTERESTS. HE SAID WORLD WAS WAITING TO SEE 
TRUE DETERMINATION TO SUSPEND ALL ASPECTS OF ARMS RACE 
AND AGREEMENT TO PHASED REDUCTION OF ARMS ARSENALS WHICH WOULD 
CREATE BETTER POLITICAL CLIMATE AND MAKE DETENTE SOMETHING MORE 
THAN PAUSE IN RELENTLESS AND UNREMITTING STRUGGLE. AMONG 
MEANS TO ACHIEVE SOUTH ASIA NFZ WAS ELIMINATION FROM AREA 
OF ALL MILITARY BASES, AND BAN ON NEW BASES OR ENLARGEMENT OF 
EXISTING ONES. 

MISHRA (INDIA), IN RIGHT OF REPLY, CONTENDED THAT PAKISTAN 
WAS ONLY ONE OF INDIA'S NEIGHBORS WHICH HARBORED SUSPICION 
ABOUT HIS COUNTRY'S NUCLEAR INTENTIONS. INDIA DID NOT 
INTEND TO MAKE NUCLEAR WEAPONS, HE STATED, ADDING GA MUST NOT 
IMPOSE DEMILITARIZED ZONES PRIOR TO HOLDING CONSULTATIONS 
AMONG COUNTRIES OF REGION. FURTHER PAKISTAN/INDIA EXCHANGE 
ENSUED BEFORE COMITE ADJOURNED. 

SPECIAL POLITICAL COMITE - APARTHEID 
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COMITE CONCLUDED DEBATE ON APARTHEID AFTER HEARING 96 STATEMENTS 
ON ITEM. SPEAKERS OCT. 28 WERE REPS OF HAITI, JAMAICA. 

JORDAN, FRG, ZAMBIA, TRINIDAD/TOBAGO, PAC AND AAPSO. 

COMITE APPROVED CHAIRMAN LIND'S (SWEDEN) SUGGESTED TIMETABLE 
FOR FUTURE WORK: OCT. 29. CYPRUS; OCT. 30 OR 31, COMPLETE 
ITEM ON EFFECTS OF ATOMIC RADIATION; NOV. 1 INTRODUCTION OF 
DRAFT RESES ON APARTHEID, WITH COMPLETION OF WORK ON ITEM 
WEEK OF NOV. 4; BEGINNING NOV. 7, PEACEKEEPING; AND REMAINING 
TIME DEVOTED TO UNRWA AND REPORT OF SPECIAL COMITE TO 
INVESTIGATED ISRAELI PRACTICES AFFECTING HUMAN RIGHTS IN 
OCCUPIED TERRITORIES. 

IT WAS DECIDED TO GRANT REQUESTS FOR HEARINGS TO PALIWAL, DEPUTY 
SYG OF AAPSO AND CHANDRA, SYG OF WORLD PEACE COUNCIL. CHINESE 
REP EXPRESSED MISGIVINGS ABOUT HEARING CHANDRA, COMMENTING WPC 
WAS HIRED HAND OF SUPERPOWER, AND HE HAD SIMILAR MISGIVINGS 
ABOUT AAPSO. SOVIET REP LATER COMMENTED ON THIS SLANDEROUS 
STATEMENT. 

HAITIAN REP HOPED SC WOULD ADOPT ALL NECESSARY MEASURES IN 
INTERESTS OF AFRICAN MAJORITY. JAMAICAN REP THOUGHT DRAMATIC 
BREAKTHROUGH IN FORMER PORTUGUESE COLONIES MUST SURELY HAVE SHOWN 
PRETORIA AND SALISBURY REGIMES WRITING ON WALL. JORDANIAN REP, 

WHO CALLED FOR COMPREHENSIVE BOYCOTT OF SA, REJECTED EFFORT TO 
DRAW WEDGE BETWEEN ARAB AND AFRICAN COUNTRIES BY REPEATING 
DISTORTED PRESS REPORT CONNECTING SOME JORDANIAN INDIVIDUALS 
WITH ARMS AND EQUIPMENT WHICH ALLEGEDLY FOUND WAY TO SA. 

ZAMBIAN REP QUESTIONED SINCERITY OF NATIONS WHICH CONDEMNED 
APARTHEID BUT HELD COCKTAIL PARTIES FOR MILITARY PERSONNEL 
FROM SA, AND MENTIONED SA/UK NAVAL EXERCISE AND FRENCH ARMS 
SALES. SEIGNORET (T/T) ASKED IF GOVTS OF FRG, FRANCE, UK 
AND US TRIED TO PERSUADE SAG TO RELEASE POLITICAL PRISONERS. 

FRG REP VON WECHMAR ADMITTED FRG'S TRADE WITH SOUTH AFRICA HAD 
GROWN BUT POINTED OUT EXPORTS TO OTHER AFRICAN COUNTRIES HAD TRIPLED 
IN PAST FIVE YEARS AND IMPORTS ALMOST DOUBLED; IT WAS ONLY ON 
BASIS OF ITS ECONOMIC POTENTIAL AND THUS ON BASIS OF ITS 
FOREIGN TRADE THAT HIS GOVT HAD BEEN AND WOULD BE IN POSITION 
TO PROVIDE DEVELOPMENT ASSISTANCE, VOLUME AND SIGNIFICANCE 
OF WHICH NO ONE COULD QUESTION. FRG, HE ADDED, PROVIDED MUCH 
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MORE DEVELOPMENT ASSISTANCE THAN CERTAIN OTHER COUNTRIES WHICH 
TRIED TO DISCREDIT IT IN THIS DEBATE. HE ALSO POINTED OUT 
THAT IN SA, AS ELSEWHERE, BETTER AND MORE ADVANCED STANDARD 
OF LIVING WOULD INCREASINGLY BENEFIT THAT PART OF POPULATION 
WHICH HAD BEEN SUBJECT TO DISCRIMINATION AND ITS POLITICAL 
CONSCIOUSNESS WOULD THEREBY BE STRENGTHENED. 
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SIBEKO (PAC) WAS AWARE OF MOVES DESIGNED TO MAKE BRAZIL MILITARY 
COLLABORATOR WITH SA ON BEHALF OF CERTAIN WESTERN POWERS AND 
WOULD SAY MORE ABOUT THAT NEXT YEAR. NATO COUNTRY EMBARKED ON 
PLANS FOR JOINT NAVAL MANEUVERS WITH SA, HE NOTED. HE ASKED 
WHETHER US WOULD STILL MAINTAIN COMMUNICATIONS WITH SA IF 
APARTHEID VICTIMS WERE NOT AFRICANS. PALIWAL (AAPSO) 

DESCRIBED ACTIVITIES OF HIS ORGANIZATION IN SUPPORTING 
LIBERATION MOVEMENTS. GDR REP REPLIED TO FRG, AND BRA7.TT.TAN 
REP REJECTED ALLEGATIONS AGAINST HIS COUNTRY. (REPEATED INFO 
PRETORIA, CAPETOWN)

IN CONTINUED DEBATE ON UNIDO, COMITE 2 HEARD STATEMENTS BY REPS OF 
NETHERLANDS, PHILIPPINES, CHINA, DAHOMEY, YUGOSLAVIA, DENMARK, 
BRAZIL, JAMAICA, VENEZUELA, POLAND, BULGARIA, GDR, ITALY, 

AUSTRALIA, AND TOGO OCT 25, IRAQ, PAKISTAN, SIERRA LEONE, 

MONGOLIA, PDR YENEM, FUI, NEPAL, NIGER, BYELORUSSIA, CYPRUS, IRAN, 
TURKEY, AND CHILE (OCT 28.) JAMAICA, TOGO, PAKISTAN, PDR 
YEMEN, IRAN, AND CHILE REPS SUPPORTED ESTABLISHMENT OF INDISTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT FUND. SOCIALIST BLOC REPS STRESSED IMPORTANCE OF 
DETENTE IN INDISTRIAL DEVELOPMENT, NEED FOR LDCS TO CONTROL 
"TECHNOLOGICAL IMPERIALISM" OF TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS 
AND FOR BASIC SOCIAL AND POLITICAL CHANGE CONCOMMITANT WITH 
DEVELOPMENT, AND IMPORTANCE OF MILITARY BUDGET REDUCTION 
TO FREE FUNDS FOR DEVELOPMENT. PRC REP ALSO WARNED OF 
NEED TO SAFEGUARD NATIONAL ECONOMICES AGAINST IMPERIALIST AND 
SUPERPOWER PLUNDERING, SUGGESTING THAT CONTRIBUTIONS BE USED 
THROUGH TRIPARTITE CONSULTATIONS AMONG UNIDO, DONOR AND RECIPIENT 
COUNTRIES. 

FRAZAO (BRAZIL) WARNED THAT NO CONCEPTUAL STRATEGY OR PROGRAM 
COULD REPLACE ADEQUATE ASSISTANCE RESOURCES, LDC ACCESS 
TO DEVELOPED COUNTRY MARKETS AND TRANSFER OF TECHNOLOGY,

HE URGED QUANTITATIVE TARGETS FOR CLEARLY DEFINED BUT LIMITED 
RANGE OF OBJECTIVES AND PROGRAMS. BULGARIAN, IRAQI, AND 
PAKISTANI REPS EXPRESSED VIEW THAT INDISTRIALIZATION IS 
INSEPARABLE FROM RIGHT OF STATES TO CONTROL OVER NATURAL 
RESOURCES, ENDORSING INDISTRIAL DEVELOPMENT BOARD’S VIEW THAT

CORREA (CHILE) SPOKE IN SUPPORT OF INDUSTRIALIZATION

COLONIALIST SOVIET TACTICS AND PROCEDURES. RE INTRODUCTION OF 
FREE ECONOMY RELEASED ENORMOUS RESOURCES FROM PUBLIC SECTOR, 
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CHILEAN REP SAID, ADDING THAT DEVELOPED COUNTRIES' UNIDO 
PLEDGES DEMONSTRATED LACK OF UNDERSTANDING OF MORAL OBLIGATION 
TO CONTRIBUTE TO INTL AID FUNDS.

AMENDMENTS AND RES EXPECTED OCT. 29. GDR AMENDMENTS ADD TWO 
REFERENCES AFFIRMING APPLICABILITY OF GENEVA CONVENTIONS OF 
1949 AND DELETE ORIGINAL PARA 3 REF TO "ANY ORGAN PRESENTING 
SATISFACTORY GUARANTEE OF IMPARTIALITY SUCH AS ENVISAGED IN

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HELPFUL, MEN AND WOMEN SHOULD WORK TOGETHER ON FAMILY

ISSUES ATTRIBUTED TO WOME ALONE, ADDING THAT FINLAND WOULD CON- 
TRIBUTE TO IWY VOLUNTARY FUNDS. HE EXPRESSED HOPE CONFERENCE 
WOULD NOT BECOME ANOTHER OCCASION FOR WOMEN TO DISCUSS THEIR 
STATUS, BUT WOULD HAVE EQUAL REPRESENTATION OF MEN AND WOMEN.
